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NATIONAL PROGRAMME FOR CONTROL OF BLINDNESS 
IN KARNATAKA STATE 


1. Introduction: 


The Government of India in 1963 undertook the first organized effort towards 
backlog of blindness on a national scale by the launching of a National 
Programme for Trachoma Control. In 1976, it was redesignated as National 
Programme for Control of Blindness. It was included in the Twenty Point 
Socioeconomic programme to be reviewed at the highest level of the executive 
in the country. The NPCB-WHO survey (1986-87) showed 12 million people 
blind in India (Visual Acuity less than 6/60) and 81% of them from the 
treatable cause of cataract. These results provided focus for the Programme in 
the last decade and that was to reduce the backlog due to cataract both in terms 
of quantity of cataract surgery and also on quality of visual outcome. 


2. State Profile — 


Karnataka (formerly known as Mysore) state is one of the oldest states in 
India. Historically and in epics, this state has found mention in several 
instances. It is the eighth largest state in area and population in the country. 
The population according to 1991 Census was 45 million (5.83% of India's 
population) 31 per cent live in urban areas. Agriculture is the major 
occupation in the state and it is also rich in its minerals and cash crops like 
coffee, coconut and areca nut. There are 27 districts in the state under 4 
divisions. The state is above the average Indian State in terms of its Human 
development indices (HDI). The state health administration is similar to Indian 
union administration with a ministry and a directorate. A senior secretary 
heads the ministry and the directorate is by a director. There is also a Health 
Commissioner in Karnataka recently introduced for administrative support. All 
of them come under the health ministry headed by a minister of cabinet rank. 
Karnataka also has a unique and pioneering attempt of Panchayat Raj System 
(PRS), which manages the district level management of health care institutions 
except district hospitals. The state spends over Rs.5600 million per annum on 
health plan and non-plans. Approximately 22000 people are covered under one 
PHC, averaging 4.64 PHC per 100,000 population. Over 8000 sub centers 
cater to an average of 4200 people in the state. The state has the largest share 
of private medical colleges next only to Maharashtra. 


3. Objective: 


The Programme aims at reduction in the prevalence of the blindness from 1.4% 
to 0.3% by 2000 A.D. The main cause of blindness is cataract that accounts 


for over 81% of those blind. The population of Karnataka is 4.8 crores. The 
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estimated prevalence is above 4.5 lakhs. To tackle this aspe ing -

4. Infrastructure “ 
A. STATE OPHTHALMIC 'CELL (SOC) 


The State Ophthalmic Cell as per the GOI guidelines has been created to plan 
monitor and to evaluate the programme with the following staff. The staff 
included a Joint Director (Ophthalmology), Assistant Statistical Officer 
Stenographer Grade - J, Second Division Assistant, Driver and a Group ' D'. 
The SOC is supported by the CSS under GOI. The SOC has been recently 
further strengthened by integrating the DANPCB - DSU office at Bangalore. 
The support staff are retained for continuity. A national consultant is replacing 
the SPC. Efforts are on to employ the support staff of DSU, Bangalore as 
contract staff under NPCB as the sanctioned post are not getting suitable staff 
in the support services. With the integration locally and support from the DSU, 
Delhi, the SOC has been reactivated in project monitoring and implementation. 
A full time joint director is in place. 


B. MINTO REGIONAL INSTITTUTE OF OPHTHALMOLOGY (MRIO) 


A multi specialty Ophthalmic Hospital, Bangalore attached to Bangalore 
Medical College has been upgraded as Regional Institute of Ophthalmology as 
per GOI norms to provide advanced eye health care to community and training 
to eye surgeons. The MRIO is over 100 years old and DANPCB has been 
regularly upgrading the centre. A visit to the centre is due by the MTR team 
and more details will follow at that time. 


C. UPGRADATION OF MEDICAL COLLEGES 


Karnataka is one of the few states where the medical schools are plenty and 
provide quality care and teaching. There are 23 schools in the state. Five 
medical colleges have been upgraded to provide high quality training and 
clinical ophthalmic service. Qualified Super specialists are working in this

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D. UPGRADATION OF DISTRICT HOSPITAL 


All the 27 district hospitals of Karnataka have been developed to provide 
surgical/clinical ophthalmic services with Ophthalmic surgeons and 
Paramedical Ophthalmic Assi$tants (PMOAs) as per GOI norms. These District 
Hospital have been provided: with a separate operation theatre funded by 
KHSDP and are being provided with equipment for high quality and high 
volume service delivery. 


E. UPGRADATION OF GENERAL HOSPITAL 


The state has six taluk level hospitals upgraded as general hospital status to 
provided clinical and surgical Ophthalmic services to rural communities with ~ 
an ophthalmic surgeon and Paramedical Ophthalmic Assistants rs 


F. UPGRADATION OF DISTRICT MOBILE OPHTHALMIC UNITS (DMU) 


31 District Mobile Ophthalmic units are functioning in the State to provide 
curative, promotive and surgical facilities to rural and tribal communities by 
adopting hitherto camp approach. Each Mobile unit has one Ophthalmic 
surgeon, a Health Education officer, Staff Nurse, Paramedical Ophthalmic 
Assistants, Driver and a Group 'D' staff. 


G. UPGRADATION OF PRIMARY HEALTH CENTRES 


416 PHC’s were developed with a creation of one ophthalmic assistant post to 
give primary eye health care facilities to the rural community. An extra 99 
posts for ophthalmic assistant were developed for the general and taluk level 
hospitals. 


5. EYE BANK 
Three eye banks are functioning at Minto Hospital, Bangalore. K.R. Hospital, 


Mysore and District Hospital, Belgaum to provide cornea grafting services 
with super specialists. There is also a the Lions West Eye Hospital and Cornea 


grafting center 
6. MANPOWER AND TRAINING 
a. Ophthalmic Surgeons: 


The state has over 670 eye surgeons in all sectors combined. Though there are 
sas

few dedicated tertiary eye care hospitals; almost all districts have on average 2 
eye surgeons in the Government Sector. Under the quality improvement 
programme for microsurgery in IOL, 27 Eye surgeons are undergone IOL 
training up to Jan.99 


b. Para-Medical Ophthalmic Assistants (PMOAs) 


Under National Programme for Control of Blindness, Paramedical Ophthalmic 
Assistants training has been ‘started in four Government Medical Colleges. 
They are Minto Eye Hospital, Bangalore / K.R. Hospital, Mysore / KIMS, 
Hubli -/ VIMS, Bellary. In each training School 15 students were under 
training. The syllabus was revised and adopted by the state Govt. Para Medical 
board. There at present over 316 PMOAs in the state. As a part of PHC 
strategy, the local health centres and hospital support staff assist the NPCB. 


7. DBCS IN KARNATAKA 


Karnataka state is one of the first states to start the DBCS in the country under 
DANIDA support in 1990. In 1994, all the 20 districts had a fully functional 
DBCS and a DPM. As per the revised policy of GOI, the present DPMs have 
been replaced by a system person. In this state, it has been decided to make 
the district Leprosy officer (DLO) to work as DPM with additional charge. 


8. CATARACT SURGICAL PERFORMANCE 


The cataract surgeries are done regularly in all districts with the help of 
district hospitals, DMUs, NGOs and by private eye surgeons. According to the 
rapid survey in 1995, the estimated load of backlog was around 500,000. The 
prevalence was in the range of 8% in persons above 50 years with a VA of 
< 3/60. The state would require about 200,000 surgeries to be done each year 
accordingly. The target was fixed based on the criteria and as per GOI 
directives. About 90% of the target is achieved on an average during the last 3 
- 4 years. Nearly 50% of the surgeries are done in private sector. ( see 
annexure for details ) fe 


9. MICRO PLANNING 


The GOI has suggested a micro plan strategy in 1997 - 98. As per the plans, 
all the districts have prepared action plans with essential components like 
resource mapping, cataract registry, base hospital surgical days and so on. As 
a special effort, two districts have been selected for intensive implementation 


of this plan with a hired consultant. 
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10. BUDGET ALLOCATION IN EYE CARE 


The state allocates funds from its plan, non-plan and from the GOI. In 
addition, there is support in ‘kind from other Externally Aided funds. About 
Rs. 30 million are allocated as cash grants for NPCB. This included DBCS 
funds as well. 


bi SEC 


The state has an IEC cell and produce several health education materials for all 
projects including NPCB. However, the NPCB also gets support from GOI by 
way of prototype materials for use. At local level, the DBCSs have IEC budget 
for local level expenses. Recently, the state has decided to integrate 
intensively the IEC work with the system. 


12. MIS 


The state perhaps has the best of data reporting formats from PMOA level to 
GOI level. Each month, quarter and annual reports are received and reviewed 
in the monthly meetings at all levels. The micro plan project has additional 
formats to follow-up the cataract patients at village level. The CSRs help in 
quality monitoring. A profile of surgeons is being prepared to plan manpower 
augmentation and capacity building. 


13. SES 


Out of 175 taluks, 109 of were covered by this programme sofar. Over 1.2 
million students got benefited. The SES is now getting internalised as a part of 
RCH - school health activity. Pilot experiment is on, in one district. 


14. PROCUREMENT & UPGRADATION 


The major equipments are supplied by GOI hitherto. The state is now working 
on major equipment support to all district hospitals for IOL capacity increase. 
Efforts are made not to duplicate procurement of items that are supplied by 
other projects like KHSDP. 4 medical colleges were already upgraded and new 
proposals are being planned for other tertiary care and taluk level centers.
